Chortkov Taken 
By Russians in 
Victorious Push

LONDON, March 24.—(AP)—In 
a big advance south of Tarnopol 
the Red Army has captured 
Chortkov, 40 miles south of that 
grimly contested centre, and Zal- 
echigi, 25 miles north of the 


Prut river, Premier Marshal 
Stalin announced tonight.

Stalin said troops of the Ist 
Ukrainian front had advanced 37 
to 62 miles in a four-day offensive 
after beating off all German coun- 
ter-attacks in the Tarnopol-Prosku- 
rov sector, 

More than 400 other populated 
places were liberated, he said, in 
addition to Chortkoy and Zeles- 
chigi, which is on the Dniester river 
62 miles south of Tarnopol.

MOSCOW, March 24.—-Two 
Russian armies raced through

outer approaches of the upper 
Dniester. 

Marshal Ivan S. Konev’s second 
army held the advantage in the 
race, reaching within 15 miles of 
the Prut river border line with 
the capture of Ryshkanovka in 
Bessarabia, 


At the same time a sudden south- 
ward surge by Marshal Gregory K. 
Zhukovy’s first army against crumb- 
ling German resistance sent spear- 
heads closer and closer to Cernauti 
to the northwest. 


GERMAN REPORT 


(A German communique report- 
ed “embittered defensive fighting 
against superior Soviet forces” be- 
tween the middle Bug and the Dnie- 
ster rivers as well as on the 65- 
mile Tarnopol-Proskurov front) 
where the first army of the Ukraine 
was pressing a new offensive.) 

Front reports from the regions 
where the Russians were ap- 
proaching Rumania referred to 
the utter demoralization of shat- 
tered German divisions which the 
Nazi command was trying to stiff- 
en with fresh Rumanian levies 
said to be displaying a pro- 
nounced lack of military ardor. 

All signs were that unless Marshal 
Fritz Von Mannstein pulls a rabbit 
out of the hat the Prut line will 
prove no more formidable a barrier 
for the Russians than were the 
Dniester and the Bug.

Naples, March 24.—Fierce and-in- 
decisive fighting still raged in 
Cassino and the surrounding hills 
today as Allied tanks and field 
guns moved in to support the at- 
tacking 5th Army infantry in an 
effort to break the weeks-old 
stalemate. 


(Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill said during a visit to an Ameri- 
can air base in England yesterday 
that British and American troops 
are “losing heavily” on the 5th Army 
beachhead below Rome). 

An Allied communique reported 
tersely that “Very heavy fighting 
continues in Cassino,” and head- 
quarters spokesmen indicated that 
New Zealand infantrymen were 
making little, if any, progress in 
their drive to clear the Germans 
from a group of ruined buildings 
in the southwestern edge of the 


town, 


POINT-BLANK SHELLING 


They revealed, however, that Al- 
lied tanks had moved into point- 
blank range of the Nazi ‘positions 
and opened up with 75-millimeter 
cannon, 

Simultaneously, American 240- 
millimeter field guns, the biggest 
cannon in the Allied arsenal, hurl- 
ed tons of high explosives into the 
German emplacements along the 
base of Mount Cassino and around 
the ancient Roman amphitheatre 
just south and west of the town.

Assurance was received Fri- 
day by Mayor John W. Fry from 
James A. MacKinnon, minister 
of trade and commerce, and mem- 
ber of parliament for Edmonton 
West, that the coal mining situa- 
tion that has developed in the 
Edmonton district has been given 
serious consideration by the Do- 
minion government and that a 
reasonably satisfactory proposal 
will be made to the operators. 


This assurance came in answer 
to the following telegram sent to 
Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of muni- 
tions and supply, copies of which 
were sent to Mr. MacKinnon and 
to Mrs, Cora T. Casselman, mem- 
ber of parliament for Edmonton 
East. 

Text of the telegram from Mayor 
Fry reads: “Local coal mine oper- 
ators have received definite notice 
that the payment of government 


subsidy will cease March 31, and 
they cannot carry on _ without 
same.” 


“They will close the mines and 
are giving notice to about 500 
employees today, March 24, that 
work will cease March 31. Am 
greatly concerned about the 
whole situation and hope you 
may be able to effect a satisfac- 
tory settlement before the end of 
this month.” 

Coal operators stated Friday 
morning that they did not have any 
word from Ottawa authorities con- 
cerning a proposal to meet the situ- 
ation here. A spokesman for the 
operators said that the notice of 
severance had been issued to the 
employees in the mines, and would 
be carried into effect if a settle- 
ment had not been effected by 
March 31,

Referring to Premier Manning’s 

statement that when a bank charter 
was obtained, application would be 
made to the Bank of Canada for 
the issuance of debt-free money, 
Mr. MacLachlan said, “They will 
go to the Bank of Canada for some- 
thing they know they will never 
get.

TWO APPLICATIONS 

The attorney-general, answering 
statements that the government had 
taken no steps since making ap- 
plication for a bank charter in 1940, 
said that on two occasions, applica- 
tions had been made to the House 
of Commons for a bank charter.

It was not needed in Win- 
nipeg. 

Mr. Howe interjected no one 
had gone cold in Canada last 
winter due to lack of fuel, al- 
though the Progressive Conserv- 
atives had spoken of the fuel 
emergency in a debate last year.

OTTAWA, March 24—(CP)~- 
“Much progress” has been made 
by the munitions department to- 
wards fixed prices on all con- 
tracts and away from variations 
and modifications, Lionel Chevr- 
ier, parliamentary assistant to the 
munitions minister, said yester- 
day in the commons.

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Why Not Simpler Forms? 


Canadian war workers, it is announced 

in Ottawa, will probably be provided with 

xpert help in filling out their income tax 

returns. This is indeed a quaint comment- 

ary on the practices of government—that 

one department should spend money to 
clarify the obscurity invoked by another. 

There is one unwritten law with regard 
to taxation that has been traditional in 
democracies for generations, That law is 
that taxation, under all circumstances, 
should be as painless as possible. 

So far as the income tax is concerned, 
Canadians are willing to pay any rate com- 
mensurate with war needs, They are happy 
to bear the financial pain. But the prin- 
ciple of painlessness has most certainly not 
been applied to the forms the taxpayer is 
required to fill out. These are unduly com- 
plex and unreasonably complicated. 

Canadians do not mind how much they 
have to pay so long as victory is assured. 
But they do mind this annual befuddlement 
over unnecessarily complicated forms. It 
is not necessary to make Canadians dizzy 
to extract from them the cost of the war,

Give Them the Titles 


People generally wili endorse the resolu- 
tion unanimously passed by the Alberta 
legislature asking that clear titles be given 
to veterans of the last war who still hold 
land under contract with the Soldier Settle- 
ment Board. That is the quickest, fairest, 
and probably also the cheapest, way to 
wind up the settlement scheme adopted at 
the close of the first world war. 

On paper this would involve writing off 
$30,000,000 still due to the taxpayers, But 
debts so long unpaid are doubtful at best, 
and writing off the balances would put a 
stop to the expense of carrying on the 
machinery of administration. That is the 
position from the public standpoint. 

The other side of the matter is that a 
veteran who has hung onto his land and 
kept trying to pay for it through all these 
years deserves to be given title without 
more ado, That he has failed to meet the 
obligations in full is nothing to his dis- 
credit, for thousands of other people have 
lost land in the meantime which they owned 
outright twenty-five years ago. Farm 
prices for many years were not enough to 
pay production costs let alone to pay inter- 
est and principal on the loans.

The Tar Sands 


The Dominion has spent about $900,000 
on the experiment to find out whether oil 
can be extracted on a commercial basis 
from the Ft. McMurray tar sands, without 
getting the answer. It is hoped that by 
June it will be known whether extracting is 
possible. If the finding is negative the fed- 
eral government will probably abandon the 
quest—which it will then be open to the 
provincial authorities or to private par- 
ties to carry on if they think worth while. 

This is the substance of a statement 
made in parliament by the Minister of 
Munitions, in reply to criticism that nothing 
had been obtained to show for the expendi- 
ture. As from the present view-point this 
seems to be a fact. It may—or may not— 
ibe a fact when the experiment has been 
brought to a conclusion three months or so 
hence, 

If the decision then is that there are no 
known means by which the oil can be re- 
covered, it is to be hoped this will not be 
accepted as final; and that if the federal 
government does step out of the picture the 
province or private enterprise will keep the 
investigation going. 

That the sands contain a fabulous 
amount of oil is certain, How to get it is- 
the one problem, The prize is rich enough 
to warrant a far heavier expenditure than 
has yet been made in hope that a solution 
will eventually be found, 
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The Japs Invade India 


The Japanese have invaded India, That 
sounds bad. It sounds a good deal worse 
than it is. It may not in fact be bad news 
at all, for there is such a thing as push- 
ing into a corner that cannot be got out 
of—as the Germans in the Crimea can tes- 
tify. 

The province of Manipur, which a Jap- 
anese column has penetrated, lies in the 
north-eastern corner of India, It is part of 
the administrative division of Assam. It 
was formerly part of Burma, and would 
never have been annexed to India but for 
the treachery, arrogance and meddlesome- 
ness of a Burmese king. 

The region is mountainous, and there is 
little chance that the invading force could 
get through to the plains even if matched 
against inferior numbers, Instead, there is 
an Indian army a million strong waiting to 
deal with the invaders, where, when and 
how Auchinleck and Wavell will decide. 
And to their rear, British and American 
airborne troops are messing up the enemy 
communication and supply lines, while to 
the north Chinese forces with American 
airmen and auxiliaries are pressing down- 
ward from the upper waters of the China- 
win river. 

The monsoon season, only weeks away, 
seems fairly likely to catch the venture- 
some Japanese spearhead force marooned 
in Manipur, with little to eat and blocked 
roads before and behind—like the Hitlerites 
in the Crimea, 


Scrap Iron and “Traitors” 


Mr. Ligouri Lacombe,. member for 
Laval-Two Mountains, got quite steamed 
up the Other day in parliament on the sub- 
ject of the selling of scrap iron to Japan in 
the pre-war days. Canadians who engaged 
in that business he denounced as “‘traitors”’, 
who should be brought to account for their 
actions, 

Nobody is now likely to rush to the 
defence of the scrap iron traffic, nor of the 
policy which permitted it to be carried 
on. The policy was one of appeasement, 
which broke down in the Pacific as it did 
in Europe. As for those who engaged in 
the shipment of materials to Japan, some 
of these can point to distinguished rec- 
ords in the first world war as proof that 
their patriotism should not be questioned. 

In the interests of truth a few pertinent 
facts should be kept in mind, Those who 
shipped scrap iron to Japan did so with- 
out violating the law. Japan was at the 
time obtaining many times as much scrap 
iron from the United States as it got from 
Canada. Those who were supposed to be 
best informed, including officers of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, urged that to 
ban the shipment of scrap iron or any 
other industrial material to Japan would 
weaken the case of those in Tokyo who 
argued that Japan’s interests lay in main- 
taining peaceful relations with other 
countries. 

“Traitors” is a severe term to apply to 
mén because they engaged in a lawful 
business. It would come with better grace 
from Mr, Lacombe if he and his political 
affiliates were as whole-heartedly con- 
cerned in beating the Axis powers as he is 
in trying to make political capital because 
Canada did not invite Japanese resentment 
at a time when the United States was 
pursuing the same conciliatory policy to- 
ward that country.

Starting Your Seeds Indoors 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

It is rapidly getting around to 
the time for planting seeds in the 
house. At about this time of the 
year many gardeners begin dusting 
off the south window sill or re- 
arrange the furniture on the sun- 
porch in a rather peculiar way, 
which.can mean only one thing— 
the seed-sowing season is about to 
open. 

A greenhouse is, of course, the 
ideal place for starting seeds. But 
while you are waiting for this 
dream to come true, some place in 
the house can be made to do, at 
least for a few things which must 
necessarily be started early. 

For those who are about to dem- 
onstrate their horticultural _ tal- 
ents indoors, without, the benefit 
of previous failures, here are some 
factors to be kept in mind; 

The best containers are clay 
flowerpots and shallow wooden 
boxes or “flats.” The flats should 
not be too large, as they are de- 
cidedly heavy when full of moist 
soil. A handy size is about eigh- 
teen by nine by three inches. 

Other equipment to facilitate the 
procedure of seed-growing is a 
sereen or sieve, a tamper of some 
kind to firm the soil, small wooden 
labels and a pencil, and a sprink- 
ling can with fine nozzle. The sieve 
is useful for breaking up soil to 
the right sizes. 


Use of Sand 


The soil for seed-sowing should 
be light, porous and moderately 
fertile, Equal parts of garden 
loam, decomposed leaf mold and 
sand make a good mixture, but at 
this po'=t the texture of the soil 
is far more important than fertil- 
ity. Seeds can be germinated in 
pure sand instead of s !!, but more 
care is required in watering as the 
sand dries out rapidly and the 
seedlings suffer from malnutrition 
if left in the sand too long.

The best way is to fill the con- 
tainer almost to the top with pre- 
pared soil and imbed the seeds in 
a thin layer of sand placed over the 
soil. Then the roots of the growing 
plants penetrate into the soil and 
absorb necessary nourishment. Fur- 
thermore, a sand covering over the 
seeds makes it very easy for the 
young shoots to push their way 
through to the light. 


Method of Planting 


Broken pottery, pebbles, or other 
coarse material in the bottom of 
the container is needed to facilitate 
drainage. Then the soil mixture, 
screened through a one-half inch 
mesh sieve to remove large lumps, 
is put in and tamped down, so that 
it comes to within one-inch of the 
rim. 

The seeds should be_ spread 
thinly over the soil, labels put in 
if more than one variety are in the 
flat, and sand sprinkled over the 
seeds. 

Watering should be done care- 
fully to avoid washing out the 
seeds. 

The flats should be shaded until 
shoots appear, then exposed to full 
sunlight. Seedlings become spindly 
and weak if they cre shaded too 
long or become overcrowded. 

Moisture, temperature, oxygen 
and light must be well balanced for 
germination and growth. The soil 
should be moist at all times but 
never soggy. Germination occurs 
readily around 60 to 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit and reasonable fluctua- 
tions in temperature are not injur- 
ious. Fresh air is necessary to pro- 
vide oxygen after the seedings are 
up, 

Dry air in the home is very detri- 
mental to the growth of most 
plants, It is thus advisable to in- 
crease the relative humidity as 
much as possible by placing pans of 
water on the radiators. A cool, airy

The first reaction of the poor man 
is likely to be a cheer. The more 
that is taken from Mr, Shaw, it 
will be said, the more there will be 
for the poor. This is the fallacy 
which Mr. Shaw seeks to dispel, He 
denies that the poorer Shaw makes 
a richer public. He contends that 
the impoverishment of Shaw is the 
impoverishment of the nation; not 
merely in the cultural but in the 
financial sense. 

Lenin, he says, made this discoy- 
ery early in the Russian Revolu- 
tion. He impoverished the success- 
ful farmers, kulaks, supposing that 
when they were liquidated the other 
poorer farmers would become 
richer. Instead, the production of 
food dropped, Russia went hungry 
and the poor were poorer. 

The same principle is now being 
swallowed by the democracies, says 
Mr. Shaw, will prove disastrous and, 
as in Russia, will have to be repeal- 
ed after it has practically wrecked 
us. 

The principle is very simple. It is 
that people will not work their 
hardest or do their best if there 
is no reward for extra exertion. 
There is no use Mr, Shaw writing 
any more of his immortal plays be- 
cause he will get virtually nothing 
for them. There is no use any 
creative artist doing more than a 
minimum of work under the pre- 
sent taxation system in Britain and 
in Canada; and if this be consider- 
ed a low view of the artist, your at- 
tention is called to the greatest art- 
ist of all time, William Shakespeare, 
who wrote for money and was hon- 
est enough to admit it, 

* * x 

During the war every man worth 
his salt will work as hard as he 
can at his own trade in pursuit of a 
common profit, which is victory and 
the chance of a tolerable life after- 
wards. But when the war is over 
does anyone imagine that doctors 
or lawyers or business men or trade 
unionists will work overtime, at 


their old level of activity, if they 
hope for no extra reward? There 
will be exceptional cases of ideal- 
ism, of course, but does anyone im- 
agine that people will work over- 
time and do their utmost if there 
is no extra reward, if the govern- 
ment takes practically all their ex- 
tra earnings in taxes? If they are 
not permitted to share in the fruita 
of their endeavor, we might as well 
go in for Socialism entirely and, 
indeed, will have to accept it sinee 
private business will collapse, 


These are the reasons why Mr, 
Shaw, who still believes in Social- 
ism as an abstract principle and a 
long-term hope, demands that, as 
an immediate and practical necess- 
ity, the British government should 
reduce its taxes on higher incomes, 
abolish the excess profits tax on 
business and allow all taxpayers to 
pay their income taxes not on a 
yearly and fluctuating income but 
on an average of three years’ in- 
come. 

Such proposals, he says, will be 
denounced by the “Die-hard of 
the extreme Right, who believes 
that the only way tg make the rich 
richer is to make the poor poorer, 
and those on the extreme Left, 
who are equally convinced that 
the only way to enrich the poor 
is to add the rich to their under- 
fed ranks.”

All similar proposals will be re- 
sisted here in Canada also and the 
resistance may well prove so 
formidable that it may become 
politically impossible to establish 
a workable taxation system. The 
public in general seems to have 
swallowed the first lie that there 
is enough income among the rich, 
if they were only forced to dis- 
gorge, to finance the whole cost 
of government, leaving the poor 
untaxed; and the second lie that 
if all prosperous people were im- 
poverished then, automatically, 
the rest of the people would be 
richer, 

As everyone thinks in terms of 
money, it is generally forgotten 
that the only thing that matters 
is the production, distribution and 
consumption of goods; and that if 
this is reduced by excessive penal- 
ties on enterprise, then the first 
person to suffer is the poor man, 
not the rich. When this is said, 
the person who says it is instantly 
proclaimed by the Left to be a 
rich man determined to grind the 
faces of the poor. Now we find 
it being said by the most brilliant 
Leftist, the great, bearded Social- 
ist of the world, 


Industrial Development Bank 


First Step Towards the 
Financing of Peace- 
Time Projects 


From the Fundy Fisherman, 
St. John’s, N.B. 

Bill No. 7 has been Introduced in- 
to the House of Commons, This is an! 
act to incorporate an Industrial 
Bank as a subsidiary of the Bank 
of Canada, 

The measure is a very important 
one as it is the first direct step the 
government has taken towards lay- 
ing plans for the financing of peace 
time projects. 

The question that has been in the 
back of the minds of many people 
for some time now is: If this coun- 
try can finance a war production of 
nipe billions, why cannot we also 
finance a like peace time produc- 
tion. Therefore, it is well to examine 
this bill carefully in an endeavor 
to find out whether if passed in its 
present form, it will be a rea] help 
to industry or not, and whether a 
right kind of a start is being made 
in planning peace-time finance un- 
der this bill. 

In the first place the capital of 
the bank is far from being adequate. 
If we can find hundreds of millions 
of free capital to set up war- 
time companies, we can do the same 
for peace time institutions, A capi- 
tal of twenty-five millions is a mere 
drop in the bucket and as for the 
bank selling its own bonds or de- 
bentures to the public as set out in 
the bill, this should never be allow- 
ed. It will either be a Government 
Bank or it will not, and if it is, then 
there are far less expensive ways 
for the bank to obtain funds than

He 
asked whether the government was 
prepared to say that the $5,500,000 
would be provided by the prov- 
inee, to operate the plan. 

£. O,. Duke, (S.C.-Pincher Creek- 
Crows Nest) said that some years 
ago, he had urged that old age 
pensions should be increased. It 
was not a good reflection on the 
country that men of 68 and 69 years 
of age were going to work in 
mines, he stated. 

Mr. Duke continued: “If money 
was geared to production, there 
would be sufficient to grant a 
pension of $100 a month at 50 
years of age.” 

J. H, Walker, Independent party 
leader, said the idea had gone so 
far in the debate, that it had be- 
come ridiculous.

Aptly-named Marriage is an aris- 
tocrat which dropped to the lowest 
racing rung. Bred by Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson in 1936, his sire is Strol- 
ling Player, which was bought at 
auction in England for $60,000, a 
record price for a two-year-old im- 
portation. The dam is War Wedding 
by Man o’ War. 

Marriage kept dropping until he 
tumbled completely out of the pic- 
ture in 1940, when he did not start. 
When he reappeared at five in 1941, 
it was as a gelding. Dropped into a 
$1,000 claimer, he was taken follow-

H. Brown, lecturer in entomology 
predicted Friday. 
Professor Brown on April 26 
1943, after an intensive survey of | 
the “run-off? water situation with-! 
in the city limits made the public 
forecast that during the summer | 
of 1943 Edmonton would suffer the | 
worst outbreak of mosquitoes in its 

history. 


SEVERE OUTBREAK 

“IT have not completed my sur- 
vey for this year, but all the fac- 
tors indicate that there will be a 
fairly severe outbreak this coming 
summer, In fact I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that regardless of 
the amount of snowfall, the run-off 
water situation within the city lim- 
its is such that annoyance, to a 
greater or lesser degree, will occur 
every year from mosquitoes,” he 
stated, 

Professor Brown is keenly in- 
terested in the mosquito problem. 
“As an entomologist | hate to see 
people suffer from mosquitoes 
when such suffering is not neces- 
sary. Mosquitoes can he con- 
trolled, and mosquito abatement 
progranis are carried out in the 
national parks and many cities,” 
he stated, 

“I think that it is high time that 
Edmontonians made some concert- 
ed effort toward bringing the mos- 
quito problem under control.” To 
accomplish this he suggested a 
campaign of “mosquito abatement.” 

Such a program would have to 
be a long-term one, and would have 
to be considered and planned on a 
permanent basis, 

The first two or three years 
would call for the greatest effort 
and the largest expenditure of 
monies.. The succeeding years 


ON CO-OPERATIVE BASIS 

The organizing of the program 
should be on the basis of co-opera- 
tion and community effort, It 
should be city-wide in its scope, 
but each community league ‘should 
be asked to take a definite part, 
Professor Brown stated, 

Each community league could be 
made responsible for the locating, 
and possibly the treating, of mos- 
quito breeding grounds within its 
boundaries. 

It is possible that service clubs, 
golf clubs, etc., could be enlisted 
to aid in this work. The greater 
number of persons that can be 
interested in the active work the 
better, he added, as each one so 
included would have a definite 
“stake” in the success of the pro- 

} gram. 


The control of the program 
should be vested in a responsible 
}committee acting on the advice of 
an entomologist. 

The program would consist essen- 
| tially of ditching, draining and oil- 
ing aimed at removing mosquito 
breeding grounds within the city 
limits, 

COSTS UNCERTAIN 

The cost of such 4 program can 
only be arrived at afler a survey 
of the situation, and a study of the 
labor and material costs involved,

The inspiration to many feed 
problems is the child’s natu re 
luctance, at times, to eat what is ou 
before him, The healthiest child and 
best-fed child will at some time be 
indifferent to food. The cause ma) 
be obvious. The very near appeat 
ance of teeth, an oncoming cold or 
other illness, over-rich food, ex- 
citement, these are ali situations 
hostile to good appetites. | 

It is when these natural situations | 
present themselves, as they certain-| 
ly will, that the parent's actions be- 
come important, It is when her 
young hopeful, before whom a de- 
lightful meal is spread, says pasi- 
tively, “I don’t think I want any 
more,” or her young daughter, who 
has just proclaimed herself “crazy” 
about custard pudding, puts down 
her spoon and says, “I don’t like it 
today,” that mother must hold onto 
her hat. 

It's too easy to say, “Now, 
Mother fixed you all this nice 
food and you must try to eat it,” 
or to urge just a few more spoon- 
fuls onto daughter. But if she is 
smart she will do neither. She will 
accept their explanations as if 
they were adult guests. After all, 
it is their appetites they are 
satisfying, it is their tastes which 
must be considered. 

When she arges and even forces 
and gets more food down, excusing 
herself on the basis that at legst 
their stomachs have the food, she 
ignores the attitude toward food 
which she is promoting. In simple 
terms it can be expressed thus: Eat, 
whether you are hungry or not. Eat, 
whether you like the food or not 

One might espouse such measures 
if starvation were the other alter- 
native. But well-fed children with 

well-planned meals may miss a meal 
or two or three with better results 
than to make them eat, just because 
the food has been prepared for 
them 

The child's knowledge that he can 
eause a major emotional upheaval 
in the family when he will not eat, 
is a powerful weapon to put in his 
hands, 

Take it for granted that an ap- 
petite will not be as vigorous each 
and every day. Reduce the 
amount of food at such times, 
Skim the milk, Increase the time | 
between meals, Then, when the 
appetite revives the child will not | 
inhibit it just to tease us or to 
profit by it. He will eat as heartily 
and un-self-consciously as here- 
tofore he spurned the food,

82 New Bills Are Passed 


By Alberta 


Legislature 


During Six-Week Sitting 


During the six-week sitting of the Legislature, 82 bills 
were introduced and passed, and will become law immediately 


unless otherwise stated. Royal assent was given by “His 
Honor Lt.-Gov. J. C. Bowen to 52 bills at prorogation cere- 


monies Friday. 
Separate occasions. 


The record session for bill- 
Passing was in 1941, when the 
House enacted 123 bills. In 1942, 
72 were passed, and in 1943 the 
number was 44, 

Ten of the 1944 bills were intro- 
duced by private members, five of 
this number being for amendments 
| to city charters, for the cities of 


Red Deer and Wetaskiwin. 

Most important of the bills pass- 
ed at the just-coneluded session are 
| the following: 

1. A bill to Establish the Alberta 
Power Commission and Prescribe 


a power contmission, to consist of 
not more than three members, to 
be appointed by the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor-in-council. The commission 
may investigate water power re- 
sources ip the province, and manu- 
facture, sell and distrubute power, 
and is given the right to purchase 
and operate any power plant or dis- 
tribution system in Alberta. 


SETS UP BOARD 


2. A bill to Establish the Natural 
Gas Utilities Board, and Prescribe 
its Powers and Duties. This legisla- 
tion sets up a natural gas utilities 
board, to be composed of G. M. 
Blackstock, K.C., public utilities 
commissioner for Alberta, and Dr. 
E. H. Boomer, chairman of the na- 
tural gas conservation board, a pro- 
fessor of chemical engineering at 
the University of Alberta. The 
board is to have powers similar to 
those held by the public utilities 
commission. 

The board will have the power 
to approve, alter, amend and 
nullify any or all terms of contracts 
relating to transportation, process- 
ing, purifying, selling, purchasing, 
storing, or dealing in natural gas. 
The board is to prevent the waste- 
ful use of gas, and the bill makes 
provision for fines up to $1,000 a 
day, and expropriation, purchase or 
taking over of plants which do 
not obey board orders. 

3. A bill to Enact the Child 
Welfare Act. This amends and 
consolidates provisions of four 
previous acts dealing with chil- 
dren, and sets up a child welfare 
commission, of between three 
and five members, which is to 
have all the powers formerly

4. A bill to amend the Alberta 
| Election Act, under which the

| to 19 years of age. 

The election act bill also makes 
a change in regulations concern- 
ing multiple member ridings, such 
as Calgary and Edmonton. In these 
two ridings, if a vacancy occurs 
more than three years after a 
general election, it will not be 
necessary to hold a_ by-election, 
provided the riding is represented 
| by at least three members. Another 
| provision of the election act bill is 
| that in the case of an M.L.A. being 
on active service outside Canada 
jon nomination day, he may be 
nominated for re-election, although 
his consent in writing has not been 
obtained, 

5. The Maternity Hospitaliza- 
tion Act. This legislation pro- 
vides for free hospitalization for 
12 days of Alberta maternity 
patients. Becoming operative 
April 1, it will cover all women 
who have been residents of the 
province for a period of 12 con- 
secutive months, out of the 24 
months immediately preceding 
admission to hospital. 

6. A bill to establish a Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. This sets 
up a separate government depart- 
ment, with its own deputy minister 
and officers, to administer legisla- 
tion in connection with public wel- 
fare. Hitherto, this department has 
operated under the provincial de- 
partment of health and public wel- 
fare, 


AMEND SCHOOL ACT 

7. A bill amending the School 
Act. This is designed to alter the 
procedure set out regarding flag- 
saluting exercises for school pupils. 
Under the new regulations, a pupil 
whose parent or guardian objects 
to flag-saluting on religious 
grounds may be exempted from 
taking part in the saluting, other 
than by standing “silently and at 
attention” during the ceremony. A 
written statement to the effect that 
the parent or guardian is a mem- 
ber of a religious organization 
whose tenets are opposed to its 
members individually saluting the 
flag. 

8. Amendments to the+ Judica- 
ture Act. These provide for a stay 
of proceedings in foreclosure ac- 
tions, where a debtor cannot mar; 
ket his grain, because of a lack of 
elevator space. 

9. The Wartime Moratorium 
Act. This bill will prevent fore- 
closure actions and actions on 
agreements for sale being taken. 
against farmers, while they are in 
the armed services. It also ap- 
plies to farmers who have a wife, 
husband, son or daughter in the 
services, provided that such a 
relative was assisting in opera- 
tion of the farm, or living with 
the farmer on the land, immedi- 
ately before joining the forces. 
The act’s provisions extend to 
soldiers in the “Home Defence 
Army” as well as those on Active 
Service and liable for overseas 
duty. 

10. An Act to authorize the for- 
mation of the Alberta Provincial 
Bank. Provisions of this legisla- 
tien will permit the government to 
apply to Ottawa for a provincial 
bank charter, and provides for cer- 
tain changes in the proposed bank's 
set-up. 

11. Amendments to the Operation 
of School (War) Act. This provides 
in effect in 1944, summer holidays 
in Alberta schools will run from 
July 17 to Sept. 29, both inclusive, 

12, An Act respecting the train- 
ing of apprentices. The apprentice 
legislation sets up an apprentice 
board, consisting of five members,

Plan For Youth 
In Peace Period 
Said Necessary 


| 


There must-be a plan for youth 

In the peace to come, a plan 

which will not only provide train- 

Ing and education for our young 

people, but more than that—a 

standard of life on a higher level 
than has heretofore been obtain- 
ed, Dr. W. A. F. Hepburn, direc- 
tor of education for Ayrshire, 

Scotland, visiting in Edmonton, 
said Thursday afternoon, 

In an address on “British Youth” 
before the Rotary club at the Mac- 
donald, Dr. Hepburn emphasized 
that we must not make the same | 
mistake when this war is over that 
we did in the last war—‘“set out to 
build a new world after the pattern 
of the old.” 


IMPROVE STANDARDS 

“We have to continue in peace- 
time that same soul searching that 
we have been doing in wartime 
and try to raise the standard of our 
lives to a much higher level,” he 
said. 

He said that the many changes 
in our lives due to the war should 
continue into the peace. “In the 
past five years, training has been 
and given; information 
needed and = accepted; people 
placed at tasks for which they are 
fitted and regulations adopted to 
constrain us to be more careful of 
the interests of our fellows—these 
things must continue into the 
peace. 

“Whether we like to admit it 
or not,” he said, “we are coming 
into a scientific era and we must 
prepare ourselves and our young 
people for training in this highly 
technical world. 

“There must be a fast develop- 
ment of education after the war,’ 
he said, “but more than that, the 
facilities for education should be 
evened out and multiplied to that 
everyone can have his chance.” 

Dr. Hepburn said that there is a 
bill before the British parliament 
which, if passed, will increase the 
annual expenditure for education 
from 140 million pounds to 230 mill- 
ion pounds. 


REVIEWS PLANS 


He reviewed some of the plans 
now in effect for youth in Great 
Britain, including careful attention 
to the nourishment and_ bodily 
needs of young people up to 18 
years of age and greater co-opera- 
ation between industry and educa- 
tion in providing a “joint guardian-

only aim to make good physical) 
human beings, mentally fit human 
beings, but also help them to reach 
some degree of moral excellence. 

“It is not because we wish our 
people to serve the state or state 
only,” Dr. Hepburn continued, “It 

is because we want good lives that 
we develop this program and we 
believe that only if there are good 
lives will it be possible for us to 
have a state and inter-state rela- 


tions, which we require in this 
modern world.” 

“Man has overcome nature,” he 
said, “and he will find out even| 
more of her secrets as time goes| 
by.

ALBERTA BEHIND OTHERS 

The province Alberta lags be- 
hind other provinces in the de- 
velopment of its power resources, 
he told members, adding “a sig- 
nificant fact about power develop- 
ment in Canada is that the exten- 
sion of the benefits of electricity 
into the homes of the people, par- 
ticularly rural people, has been in 
direct relation to the extent to 
which power systems have been 
publicly owned.” 

Mr. Roper went on to deal with
